The Place of the Book Talk in Bookselling 
EDITH M. STERN 


Mrs. Stern is now giving her sixth annual series of book talks at the Fortnightly Forum 
at the Savoy Plaza, New York City 


THERE IS NO DOUBT THAT certain kinds of 
book talks devastate possible purchases. One 
is the “reading.” Great parts of a novel are 
read aloud dramatically, with the gaps filled 
in by connective explanations of the plot. In 
another the lecturer painstakingly narrates 
the entire story, paragraph by paragraph, 
irom page one to finis. Frequently members 
of the audience flock to the platform after- 
wards to gush, almost in chorus, “Oh, Mr.— 
Miss—Mrs.—you were so wonderful that 
now I won’t have to read the book!” 

It is not, however, inherent in book lec- 
tures that they create this effect. The right 
kind of book talk can, and does, sell books. 
I have no illusions (like the lady lecturer who 
used to assure me when I was at Liveright 
that she was solely responsible for the success 
of “An American Tragedy,” as she had given 
it its start at a lecture before one hundred 
women in New Jersey) that I can create best 
sellers. The best sellers largely carry them- 
selves, and all I can do is call attention to 
them and increase their sales by a few copies. 
ut I do know that I have brought before 
my audiences innumerable obscure first nov- 
els, little-known volumes of non-fiction and 
foreign translation about which they would 
never have heard otherwise. It is a hangover 
trom manuscript reading days, perhaps, when 
the first reading of a Hemingway or a Liam 
O'Flaherty filled me with the joy of dis- 
covery, that the opportunity of translating 
my enthusiasms into the book buyer’s prac- 
tical support of a title gives me such pleasure. 


There is a valid pleasure in adding to the 
royalties of a promising author, to the profits 
of a publisher discerning enough to publish 
him, or a bookseller sufficiently courageous 
to stock a title that is not sure-fire. 

“But people who come to book talks don’t 
buy books,” I am often told. “They don’t 
even read them. They want to act as if they 
had read them.” One might as well make this 
same objection to reviews! Moreover, people 
attend book lectures for various reasons. 
True, there are the lowbrows who come be- 
cause they wish to have conversation to fill 
the gaps between the salad and dessert with- 
out the effort of reading. Also there are 
those women who, as Katherine Fullerton 
Gerould once immortally expressed it, “hunt 
culture in bands as if they were afraid to 
meet it alone:” they see their friends, they 
wear their new furs, they gather in an ex- 
clusive hotel, and they are happy. And then 
there are those whose object is to be enter- 
tained. It was somewhat of a shock to me 
when I was engaged for the first time to 
speak at a private dinner party, and I did 
not quite know whether I ought not take 
along a high hat and a rabbit. But with 
further experience I found out that a talk 
on “Ann Vickers and the Modern Woman” 
or a discussion of the latest publications on 
technocracy afforded talk for the guests for 
hours afterwards, just as if one of them had 
conversed informally on a controversial topic. 
Withal, there are many who attend because 
they have a sincere desire to be guided in 
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their reading, who feel the need of someone 
to act as a kind of mental sieve. The direc- 
tion they can get from reviews is not wholly 
satisfactory; they seek a more intimate per- 
sonal guidance. If they follow a series of 
book talks by one speaker in whose judg- 
ment they have confidence, they are sure of a 
consistent point of view, while in the reviews 
they will find the approach varying with the 
individual reviewer. Besides, at lectures, 
their own reactions can be spontaneous and 
direct. I encourage interruptions; but even if 
there are none, members of the audience can 
always come up to the platform afterwards 
to offer their own opinions or to ask, “Have 
you read so-and-so? And what do you think 
of it?” 

Still different motives actuate the members 
of another group—unique so far as I know 
—to whom I talk regularly. The audience 
consists entirely of retired business men. Its 
genesis was the visit of an elderly friend of 
mine (when I assured him, under oath, that 
I would have other men present) to one of 
my morning classes for women. The topic 
that day happened to be “The Times Are 
Out of Joint” and I covered John T. Flynn’s 
“Graft in Business,” Morris Ernst’s “Amer- 
ica’s Primer,” and Lincoln Steffens’ “‘Auto- 
biography.” He was enthusiastic. “I don’t 
see why a talk like that wouldn’t interest 

he said. “I have so many friends, 
retired from business like myself, who don’t 
know what to do with themselves. It will 
be hard to sell them the idea that lectures on 
books aren’t ladylike, but I’m going to try 
to get up a group!” He arranged for a trial 
lecture. The group has steadily grown, and 
we are about to embark on our fifth series. 
Every two weeks we meet late in the after- 
noon, and I outline briefly some book which 
relates, in either fictional or non-fictional 
form, to current problems, with my own 
agreement or disagreement with the author’s 
thesis. Thereupon a discussion is started, 
and some of these former merchants, brokers 
and directors of corporations hold forth with 
real brilliance and an unabashed delight in 
having some sort of organized forum. 

Now these men, who are by no means 
Babbitts, read. I know they read the books 
I tell them about because often afterwards 
they refer to them. But there is a technique 
in leading even these horses to drink, and I 
employ it as I do in my lectures elsewhere. 
I am careful never to give away a whole 
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book. In the case of fiction I give only so 
much of the plot as indicates what the book 
is about and leave the dénouement hanging 
in midair. If I read aloud it is only to point 
out passages which have struck me particu- 
larly or to give a sense of the author’s style. 
When I comment, it is critically, interpreta- 
tively, or, if the book lends itself to such 
treatment, to arouse controversy. With non- 
fiction I always make clear that I am touch- 
ing only on certain high spots and that my 
outline is by no means a substitute for the 
text. I suggest aspects of the book which a 
reader should watch for. 

Finally, I always bear in mind that my 
audiences are not serious students of litera- 
ture: if they were, they would either be en- 
gaged in professional literary work or con- 
tinuing their education at a university. | 
therefore emphasize the relation of books to 
life, for it is life in which, after all, they are 
primarily interested. For this reason al- 
though I manage to inject information about 
current literary trends, I stress human rather 
than literary interest in the way I group my 
books. For instance, I will not speak on 
“Young American Writers”; I will treat 
Faulkner and Caldwell under the heading of 
“Books on the South.” I do not announce 
“The Trend Towards Romanticism”; I will 
say, rather, “The Changing Attitude To- 
wards Women in Modern Novels.” 

Perhaps the skeptical will wonder whether 
I recommend the reading of all books. Not 
at all. By no means do I like all the books 
I read; no one who has become hard-boiled 
from years of manuscript reading is sufh- 
ciently unjaundiced to have so sweetly cath- 
olic a taste. But if I disapprove of a book, | 
do not have to talk about it. I see no point 
in discoursing for an hour only to conclude, 
“but it’s really not worth reading.” Light 
novels which are good of their kind, but not 
sufficiently important to supply material for 
a full length lecture, I give out, with briet 
comments, in recommended reading lists 
from time to time. The ladies busily scribble 
down the titles and ask me several times 
how the author’s name is spelled. Every 
Christmas I distribute mimeographed ists, 
“The Book to Give—And to Whom.” Un- 
der headings such as ““Bloated—or deflated— 
capitalists,” “Housewives,” “Lawyers,” “The 
Historically Minded,” etc., I list titles on 
which I have spoken or am going to speak, 
as well as books which I cannot fit into my 
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crowded programs, and devote one lecture 
hour to a running commentary on them. 
That my suggestions bear fruit is not a 
mere matter of conjecture. Last year I gave 
out a questionnaire to two of my larger 
groups of women—one which meets at the 
Savoy Plaza in New York City, and one in 
Cedarhurst, Long Island. The answer to 
‘Are you more or less inclined to read a book 
after you have heard me speak on it?” was, 
unanimously, “More.” “Do you buy the 
book or get it from a circulating library?” I 
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report frankly, was heavily towards the li- 
brary. But the replies to “Do you send a 
book as a gift after you have heard me speak 
on it?” were, and again they were unan- 
imous, “Yes.” 

Everyone in the trade knows that books 
are sold mainly through oral recommenda- 
tion. The book lecture, when not offered as 
a substitute for reading, is just that, with an 
added fillip of authority and publicity. It is, 
in short, our old friend Word of Mouth in

Germany's Kulturkammer 


The Government Organizes Literature, Art, Music, Theater, Press 
and Radio in National Guilds 


Translated for Publishers’ Weekly from the Bérsenblatt fiir den Deutschen Buchhandel 
of October 12th 


THe NatTionAL CHAMBER OF CULTURE LAW 
of Germany, proposed by Minister Goebbels, 
was passed by the Cabinet on Friday, Sep- 
tember 22nd. It proposes to organize all 
phases of German culture under the Minis- 
try of Propaganda and Public Enlighten- 
ment. Under this organization are in- 
cluded: German literature in its entirety; 
the press; the radio; the theater; music; 
fine arts; the film. 

For each of these branches, chambers are 
constituted in the form of corporations un- 
der national statute which in turn will form 
the National Chamber of Culture; the de- 
tailed enforcement is left to the Minister 
of Propaganda and Public Enlightenment. 

This law is of greatest importance to the 
booktrade in all its branches and its organi- 
zation, as it fixes the trade’s participation in 
the organization of the Guilds. The book- 
trade will form the National Chamber of 
Literature together with the authors, the 
librarians and the employees. It will embrace 
all activities from the creative through the 
mechanical processes of production down to 
the sale. The individual groups of the 
Chamber will be called upon to create and 
maintain law and order within their organi- 
zations especially on economical questions. 
For this purpose they will probably be in 
a position to enforce rigid measures. 

It is of great importance for the Borsen- 
verein der Deutschen Buchhandler on ac- 
count of its particular composition as an all- 
German union, having in its fold all 
branches of the book business. It was doubt- 
ful whether the Borsenverein could be co- 
ordinated into the Guild organization so far 
as it could be foreseen... The temporary 
measure of the Ministry of Propaganda and 
Public Enlightenment in sending an official 
representative to the Governing Board of the 
Borsenverein showed in which way the co- 
operation was to be carried out. According 
to the new law this measure is now definite. 
It insures the close cooperation between the 


Government and the Trade Association such 
as the Boérsenverein has always been striving 
for, especially in cultural questions. 

It will also consolidate the economical 
functions of the Borsenverein such as have 
been laid down in its rules and regulations 
for the sale and distribution of books. 

All in all the National Chamber of Cul- 
ture in its detailed functions and rules will 
mark a turning point in the organized book- 
trade which will now take new direction. It 
will, of that we are sure, lead upwards. 


THE LAW 


The Government has decreed the follow- 
ing law, which is hereby declared: 


Art. 1. The Minister for Propaganda and 
Public Enlightenment is ordered and em- 
powered to coordinate the members of the 
different activities within its scope into cor- 
porations under national statute. 

Art. 2. _ According to Article 1 the fol- 
lowing will be established: 


1. The National Chamber of Literature. 
2. The National Chamber of the Press. 

3. The National Chamber of Radio. 

4. The National Chamber of the Theater. 
5. The National Chamber of Music. 

6. The National Chamber of Fine Arts. 


Art. 3. The same principles are to be 
carried out in organizing the above as were 
used in forming the Film Chamber of July 
14, 1933;—with enforcement regulations. 

Art. 4. The establishment of these cham- 
bers will follow the general lines which have 
been laid down by the National Government 
for the Guild Organizations. 

Art. 5. The Chambers mentioned in 
Article 2 are to be temporarily united with 
the Film Chamber into a National Chamber 
of Culture. It is under the Ministry o! 
Propaganda and Public Enlightenment which 
has its seat in Berlin. 

Art. 6. The National Minister and the 
Minister of Commerce are authorized to 
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make the laws, to conform with the Trade 
laws by mutually agreed regulations. 

Art. 7. The National Minister is further 
authorized in order to fulfil the purpose of 
the law to issue decrees and general and 
supplementary rules. Those rules and regu- 
lations which involve the financial or trade 
matters of the Reich must be acceded to by 
the National Finance or Commerce Minister. 

The Bérsenblatt says in further comment: 

By creating the Ministry for Propaganda 
and Public Enlightenment, the Reich has 
shown that it very definitely intends to take 
intellectual leadership into its own hands. 
All the problems of the intellectual as well 
as mechanical means of enlightenment as 
(the entire scope of art, the printing press, 
the radio and the film) are concentrated into 
the hands of the occupant of this Ministry. 

Every aspect of intellectual influence is to 
come under this heading according to the 
instructions of the National Culture Law of 
June 30, 1933.> 

The purpose of the National Socialist 
State is not to dictate a culture from above, 
culture comes out of the people. Previous 
State conceptions have considered culture as 
a matter of the individual in a certain op- 
position to the state. Under the National 
Socialist State, culture is to be considered 
a matter of the nation as a whole. The con- 
cern of the state is to fight the destructive 
elements and to help the valuable ones in 
the interest of and for the national Govern- 
ment. 

In this form cultural creation is personal 
and free, but in order to further the policy 
of German culture it is necessary to co- 
ordinate the creators in all bratiches under 
the leadership of the Government, to a 
single will. This is done in the creation 
of the Guilds. 

The Guild formations mean the participa- 
tion of the individual. It is not a depart- 
ment in the state, nor parallel with it but 
the State in a new form. The legal institu- 
tions, police, justice and law courts, which 
have been in the foreground before, cannot 
be dispensed with, but they will be relegated 
as means of force and authority to the insti- 
tutions destined to enforce the will of the 
members of the National Chambers of Cul- 
ture. 

The necessary agencies have already been 
established in part, in the form of corpora- 
tions under the national statute. The Na- 
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tional Chamber of the Radio, the National 
Syndicate of Fine Arts, the National Syndi- 
cate of German Music, and the National 
Chamber of the Theater. It is also pro- 
posed to give to editorial practice a legal 
status, which corresponds with its impor- 
tance as one of the highest agencies for 
teaching and education. 

The creators in the film industry have 
already been organized under these rules with 
the authorization of the new law for the 
establishment of a parliamentary Chamber 
of the Film. The expectations from the 
establishment of this agency have been fully 
realized in the short time of its existence. 


Trade Notice from the Borsenverein 
The law of the National Chamber of Cul- 


ture which has been explained above has 
placed the Borsenverein der Deutschen Buch- 
héndler in a position where it will be neces- 
sary for it to have power to make changes 
quickly to conform with a Guild formation 
for the trade. A special meeting is called 
for November 5th, at Eisenach to discuss the 
following suggestions. 

I. A proposal by the executive and full 
board of directors for changing the organi- 
zation in order to conform with the rules 
set down by the National Chamber of Cul- 
ture; for the change of the by-laws the fol- 
lowing principles to be voted upon. 

1. The leader principle is to be incorpo- 
rated in the constitution. 

2. For the support of the leader an execu- 
tive board of governors is to be formed; its 
activities and powers are to be clearly de- 
fined. 

3. A small advisory board is to be called 
by the leader as well as a large advisory 
board to consist of two chambers, one to rep- 
resent the trade and the other representatives 
of the districts and foreign countries. It is 
to be studied and fixed how far both sections 
have advisory powers only and in what form 
future regulations of the Bérsenverein re- 
garding the sale and distribution of books 
are to be issued. 

The committees shall be smaller and 
based on the leadership idea. Special im- 
portance shall be attached to the Trade Law 
Committee as an honorary court. 

5- All rules and by-laws shall be simpli- 
fied; the change of by-laws as proposed at 
the Convention of last Easter shall be carried 
out.

The continued vitality of Book Week, the 
long life of which has surprised even its orig- 
inal sponsors, has been due to its sound rela- 
tionship to the most fruitful current ideals of 
schools, libraries and booktrade and to sys- 
tematic and unflagging zeal with which the 
interests of these groups has been related to 
the real reading interests of the children of 
the United States. 

To this work Miss Griesser has brought 
fresh imagination and fine organizing ability. 
To have made this a banner year for the 
cause while in the midst of the harassing 
code problems that fell to her as executive 
secretary of the N.A.B.P. makes the credit 
all the greater. She deserves the congratula- 
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tions of the entire trade. 
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Tested Cooperation 


Topay AMERICAN INDUsTRY is being asked 
to join in a spirit of cooperation under 
planned programs such as would not have 
been dreamed possible a dozen years ago, 
and yet it is such a spirit of common cause 
that has been for fifteen years the very 
groundwork of the Book Week idea. 

Book Week was founded by the assem- 
bling of a group of people representing every 
aspect of children’s book interest who agreed 
that they should have a common platform 
and should be working together for the 
wider and better distribution of books for 
young people and for an enriched output 
both as to text and illustration. To carry 
out that objective the group dismissed ll 
thought of individual betterments, publishers 
worked with the plan, whether it benefited 
their books of the season or not, librarians 
cooperated with booksellers in a new spirit 
of community betterment, teachers took a 
new interest in the home collections of their 
children, the authors and illustrators gave 
of their time and enthusiasm to awaken in- 
terest by public appearance. 

This sense of common cause, unselfishly 
carried forward, has been the reason for the 
long and useful life of the Book Week idea. 
Book Week will continue to function sig- 
nificantly in the decade that is ahead, be- 
cause the informal and personal education 
of every boy and girl through their own 
voluntary reading is recognized as increas- 
ingly important. May the spirit of common 
cause of past years be carried through 
many years with benefit for today and steady 
gains for tomorrow. 


If We Recognize Russia 


Maxim Litvinorr, SovieT COMMISSAR OF 
Foreicn Arrarrs, arrived here this week. 
If his conversations with President Roose- 
velt lead to our recognition of Russia, it is 
to be hoped that copyright protection of Rus- 
sian and American authors will be part of 
the new commercial treaty or that mutual 
copyright proclamations will be made 
simultaneously with the signing of the treaty. 
Such agreements will be creditable and de- 
sirable to both countries and disadvantageous 
to neither. 

American publishers are, we believe, treat- 
ing Russian authors with fair contracts as 
with the authors of other countries. John 
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Farrar, of Farrar & Rinehart, has dealt direct- 
ly with Kataev, whose “Time Forward” 
came out this week, and has contracts with 
Pilnyak and Ilia and Evgenii Petrov; Scrib- 
ner’s pay Romanov, author of “The New 
Commandment” through an agent, as Apple- 
ton does Gorky. McGraw-Hill pay Maximov 
for his “Plant Physiology” depositing his 
royalties with an American university pro- 
fessor. Lippincott arranged a contract in 
Russia with Ilyn. Doubleday has contracts 
through agents with Il’ia Ehrenburg and 
Aleksandr Tarasov-Rodionov. 

The Russian method of recognizing roy- 
alty obligations has varied. The principle, 
Maurice Hindus, author of “The Great Of- 
fensive,” tells us, was defined for him re- 
cently in Russia by Yonov, editor-in-chief of 
the State Publishing House. The policy of 
the Minister of Finance is to pay any author 
or playwright whose work is translated into 
Russian, but the author is paid in Rus- 
sian roubles and no Russian money can 
be taken out of the country. So an Amer- 
ican author would have to go to Russia and 
claim his royalties and then spend them in 
Russia. He can only spend the money in a 
limited number of shops—the commission 
shops. He can’t patronize the big Torgsin 
shops, where the selection of goods is larger, 
but which are run on a gold basis. 

Foreign books are translated and published 
in Russia without permission or notification 
of the authors or original publishers. Rus- 
sian copyright statutes do not recognize 
rights in translations. The Russians are 
translating many scientific books. McGraw- 
Hill report that two of their books have been 
published in Russia without compensation 
to either the American publisher or authors. 
One of these books is “Poultry Husbandry” 
by Morley A. Jull, the other “Principles of 
Genetics” by Professors Edmund W. Sinnott 
and Leslie C. Dunn. Dr. Dunn tells us that 
he never claimed any royalties, and has not 
been in Russia since his book was published. 
The unbusiness-like professor was delighted 
that they wanted to learn about genetics in 
Russia. Foreign books on Russia are not 
translated unless they are definitely commu- 
nistic, Mr. Hindus says. His own books are 
not published there. 

Fiction is very popular. Mary Heaton 
Vorse and Liam O’Flaherty both have re- 
cently been in Russia, Mr. Hindus says, and 
received their royalties and spent them there. 
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John Farrar reports that Robert Gessner, 
author of “Broken Arrow” on his list, went 
to Russia and spent his royalties there. There 
is a rumor which we have not verified that 
Upton Sinclair, who is very popular in Rus- 
sia, was paid in dollars before the edict of the 
Minister of Finance against such payment. 
Theodore Dreiser has on two occasions been 
paid in American money, by checks drawn 
on a New York bank once just after his 
return from Russia, again later. All Mr. 
Dreiser’s novels have been published in Rus- 
sia but he has received only a minute part of 
his royalties even if they were figured at a 
very low per cent. 

Eugene O’Neill is very popular in Russia. 
It is said that almost all his plays have been 
produced there, and according to Lee Simon- 
son they have been very well done. But so 
far it has been impossible, Richard Madden, 
his agent, reports, to find what compensation 
the playwright will receive. All letters to 
Tairov, director, or Rubinstein, manager, of 
the Kamerny Theatre in Moscow have gone 
unanswered. Mr. Hindus took up the mat- 
ter of Eugene O’Neill’s royalties when he 
was in Russia with the President of the Rus- 
sian Dramatic Society; he had only recently 
taken office, but promised to look into 
the matter. It is probable that O’Neill 
could collect his royalties and spend them in 
Russia. 

Sophie Treadwell went to Russia this sum- 
mer to see the premiere of her play 
“Machinal” at the Kamerny Theatre. From 
Tanin, Director of the Management of the 
Theatre she received assurance that her roy- 
alties would be deposited in the State Work- 
ers’ Savings Box, No. 914, from which she or 
anyone authorized by her can draw at any 
time. 

But all this is clumsy and unsatisfactory on 
both sides. There needs to be copyright 
treaties between countries which have so 
much interest in each other’s productions, 
both of belles-lettres and practical informa- 
tion. Authors both American and Russian are 
without real control of their property until 
such treaties are operative. What better 
gesture of mutual respect and good will 
could come out of the fresh contacts between 
the two great nations? The State Depart- 
ment has been approached by the National 
Association of Book Publishers with the re- 
quest that this urgency of the need be recog- 
nized. 
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News of the Week 


Greatest German Publisher 
Nationalized 


THE House oF Uxtstern of Berlin, probably 
the largest publishing enterprise in the 
world, as well as one of the most successful 
and most enterprising, has been given a new 
Nazi management and passes from the con- 
trol of the family which founded it in 1877. 

The books of the Ullsteins were given the 
imprint of the Propylaeum Verlag which 
house was under their ownership, and a large 
list of novels and books on modern thought 
and ideas were characteristic of the list. “All 
Quiet on the Western Front” of which it is 
estimated that 5,000,000 copies have been 
sold, as well as Feuchtwanger’s novels and 
the widely sold memoirs of Von Buelow and 
of Stressemann were published by this house. 

The Ullstein plant was one of the show 
places of modern industrial Germany and its 
equipment and machinery are studied by 
printers of all countries. The New York 
Times correspondent estimates the value of 
the plant at over $30,000,000 and the house is 
capitalized at $3,500,000 with a staff of 8000. 

The business was founded by Leopold UIl- 
stein, who trained five sons to the business, 
Hans, Louis, Franz, Rudolph and Hermann. 
One brother, Louis, died in 1932 and the 
four others, all imbued with the liberal spirit, 
carried on the business with other relatives 
on the staff. Franz Ullstein is the only one 
to remain on the board of directors. 

Among the new directors are Professor 
Martin Spahn of the University of Cologne, 
Major General Professor Dr. Karl Hanshofer 
of Munich and Dr. Edward Stadler, high up 


in Nazi influence. 


Progress of Codes 


Tue BooksELters’ Cope oF Farr Practice, 
which was presented to the National Recov- 
ery Administration three weeks ago, has 
now had preliminary hearing before the 
Deputy Administrator. The Trade Publish- 
ers’ Code was presented to the Control Com- 
mittee of the N.R.A. this week by a com- 
mittee headed by W. Morgan Shuster, presi- 
dent of the D. Appleton-Century Co., and 
president of the Control Committee set up 
by the publishers to handle the Code. 


Music Publishing Code Rejected 


THE Cope ror Music Pusuisuinc, which had 
been at first grouped under the Graphic Arts 
Code as were those of the Text-Book Pub- 
lishers and the Play Publishers, had a pre- 
liminary hearing before Sol A. Rosenblatt, 
deputy administrator, and the Code was re- 
turned to the Music Publishers Protective 
Association for revision. 

The Deputy said the code was rejected be- 
cause it had included a combination of maxi- 
mum discounts, minimum price features and 
“a system of distribution that might be ob- 
jectionable to small enterprises.” He sug- 
gested that the distribution features might be 
incorporated in the general retail and whole- 
sale codes. The principal objector was the 
National Music Wholesalers Association. 


Corrigan’s Contract Expires 


THE CONTRACT BETWEEN Doubleday’s and J. 
William Corrigan which extended for sev- 
eral years beyond the retirement of the Doran 
group from Garden City has terminated this 
month and Mr. Corrigan is a free agent. 
Mr. Corrigan was successively vice president 
of Doubleday McClure Co. thirty-five years 
ago, partner in McClure Phillips & Co., and 
of George H. Doran & Co. and with the lat- 
ter firm when it went to Garden City. He 
is one of the best-known men who have 
written the last four decades of publishing 
history. 


Story Announces College Contest 


A sHorT sTory conTEsT for college students 
to be sponsored by the magazine Story has 
just been announced. A first prize of $100 
and a second of $50 will be awarded for the 
best stories submitted. The contest will be 
open to all registered students of colleges 
and universities in the United States, but se- 
lection by qualified judges at the various in- 
stitutions will limit the entries to two from 
each campus. Entries must be in the hands 
of the editors by April 15, 1934. The win- 
ning story will be published, and others of 
unusual merit which still are not prize- 
winners will be considered for possible pub- 
lication. 
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Philadelphia Booksellers Meet 


Unper Tep McCaw ey’s energetic direction 
the Philadelphia Booksellers’ Association got 
away to a successful start at the opening 
meeting on November 2nd at the Franklin 
Inn Club. There were fifty present. The 
guests of honor were Struthers Burt, author 
of “Entertaining the Islanders,” Joseph W. 
Lippincott, present in his capacity as author 
of “King Wolf,” and Mr. and Mrs. Graham 
Lorimer, authors of the “Maudie” stories. 

Mr. Lippincott brought along a huge wolf 
skin to show during his tales of the big bad 
wolves of Yukon territory. A big collection 
of photographs gave proof of his “big horn” 
stories but only the vividness of his descrip- 
tion was neded to give reality to his story of 
the 1200 lb. Alaska bear dropped at 20 feet 
on a salmon river of Chichagof Island. 

Struthers Burt, from his Wyoming ranch 
life, matched story for story with Mr. Lip- 
pincott, though his bears were not so large 
nor his salmon so plentiful. 


Control Committee Office 


Tue Controt Committee of the trade pub- 
lishers which was elected at the meeting at 
which the final draft of the Publishers’ Code 
was adopted has set up an office at the D. 
Appleton-Century Co., 35 West 32nd Street, 
New York. 


Russian Wins Nobel Prize 


Tue Nosev Prize for literature for 1933 was 
awarded this week to Ivan Alexsieevich Bu- 
nin, Russian poet, novelist and short story 
writer, the first Russian to have received the 
award. Bunin was born of a noble family in 
Voronesh, in 1870 but emigrated from Russia 
at the time of the Revolution and now lives 
in Paris. He was awarded the Pushkin 
Prize, the highest literary award in Russia, 
for his poems and his translation of Long- 
fellow’s “Hiawatha.” He has also translated 
Byron and Tennyson into Russian. In 1909 
he was elected to the Russian Academy. Bu- 
nin is a master of classical prose, “The 
Gentlemen from San Francisco” being con- 
sidered by critics one of the greatest modern 
short stories. His poetry is not lyrical, but 
descriptive, impressive and classical. “The 
Gentlemen from San Francisco,” translated 
by D. H. Lawrence, S. S. Kotelianski and L. 
Woolfe, was published in this country by 
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Alfred A. Knopf in 1917 and is still in print 
in the Borzoi Pocket Classics. “Dreams of 
Chang and Other Stories” and “The Village” 
were published by Knopf in 1923, and “Mit- 
yas Love” was published by Holt in 1926. 
This year a translation of his “Well of Days” 
was published in England by the Hogarth 


Press. 


Simon Says: “Yes, They’re 
Buying Books!” 


BELIEVING THAT CUSTOMERS need special sell- 
ing and highly selective lists of books, 
“Simon” started out upon a Pacific Coast 
Talking Tour in April, 1933, as described 
in Publishers’ Weekly of May 20, 1933. She 
made a survey of bookshops, salespersons, 
libraries, and audiences in small towns and 
large towns. As the representative of twelve 
publishers, she chose the titles from all the 
lists in which she believed she could best 
demonstrate that the customer will buy 
books when you show him books he cannot 
afford to miss. 

A complete report on this initial trip was 
sent to the publishers in July. They were 
pleased with the result to the extent that 
eleven of them have engaged “Simon” this 
fall to do the same work, and “Simon” has 
two “Simonettes” in the field, in addition 
to the work she herself will do. The main 
territory which “Simon” will survey this fall 
centers in the San Francisco and Bay dis- 
tricts, and extends south to San Diego and 
Imperial Valley, and north to Seattle and 
surrounding towns. 

“Simon” tells the publisher what each 
bookstore is like; she tells the bookstore what 
the books are, and why she is sponsoring 
certain titles; she tells groups of men and 
women about the A/l-Family Bookshelf Ideal 
which her carefully chosen titles represent. 

She studies the schools and libraries and 
finds out the regional activity, the local tastes 
and emergencies and makes her recommen- 
dations in accordance with the findings. 

“Simon” learns of local retail problems 
and of what the merchandise office is doing; 
she knows the buyer’s status and the re- 
sponsibility of each to the other; yet as a 
mother of a large family, she knows the 
customer-problem, and the cultural founda- 
tion needed within the home circle, which is 
developed by books. Reading her Babson 
and her Whalley-Eaton regularly means that 
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“Simon” in her talks to men is not unaware 
of her opportunity to speak the modern, pro- 
gressive language. 

The “Simon” plan is working because it 
is a simple way of bringing together the 
publisher, the bookseller and the customer, 
by knowing the problems of each one and 
believing in the excellent intentions, and the 
hard work that goes into each separate re- 
sponsibility. 

“Simon” is Mrs. Clifford F. Kumler of 
Piedmont, California, wife of the Vice- 
President of Frederick and Nelson. 


Change in Publisher 


GarbEN City PusiisHinc Company has taken 
over from Long & Smith the publication 
and stock of “Making the Most of Your 
Life” by Morgan and Webb. The book 
will be continued at its published price of 
$2.50 until at least April, 1934, and possibly 


longer. 


Wholesale Code Submitted 


A Cope or Farr Competition for the whole- 
sale trade was submitted to the National Re- 
covery Administration on November 3rd. 
This code was proposed by fourteen whole- 
sale trade associations and is intended to ap- 
ply to the entire wholesale trade with the 
exception of the food and grocery business. 

Provisions of the code included a basic 
forty-hour, six-day week for general em- 
ployees and minimum wages of $12 to $14 
depending on the population of the city in 
which the business is located. Two plans 
are provided by which employees may work 
more than the basic forty hours, either of 
which, but not both, may be selected by the 
employer. (1) An employee may work 
44 hours a week during a period not exceed- 
ing ten consecutive weeks in any one calendar 
year if he is paid time and one-third for all 
hours in excess of 44. (2) An employee may 
work such hours as may be reasonably neces- 
sary in excess of 44 a week, if he is paid 
time and one-third for all such additional 
hours in any week. 

The code provides that no person under 
16 years of age shall be employed by any 
wholesaler or distributor and that no one 
under 18 may be employed at occupations 
of a hazardous nature. The code specifies 
that it shall not supersede more stringent 
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state laws in regard to wages, hours, age or 
general working conditions. 

A General Code Authority has been set 
up as an administrative agency, and will 
consist of one member from each of the 
subordinate code authorities which will func- 
tion in eleven trade divisions. The divisional 
agencies may suggest changes in the code, 
subject to approval of the administrator. 

Unfair practices, as set up in the code, in- 
clude the false marking or branding of mer- 
chandise; misrepresentation or false and mis- 
leading advertising; commercial bribery; in- 
terference with contractual relations; secret 
rebates; giving of prizes, premiums or gifts; 
defamation; threats of litigation; espionage of 
competitors; piracy of trade marks or trade 
names; differentials, and other practices re- 
garded as unfair in nature. 

Hearings on the Code begin November 
18th. It is expected that there will be as 
lively a hearing over this code as there was 
over the retail code last month. 


New Sales Help 


Tue Union News Co. has installed a novel 
sales help in five of their New York City 
stands which sell books in quantities. On 
the counter of each of these stands, where the 
books are displayed, a board has been placed 
on which have been tacked in such a man- 
ner as to make them easily read, the last six 
or eight issues of the Saturday Review of 
Literature. Casual customers who are in 
doubt about what book to buy can easily 
leaf through the reviews and get expert ad- 
vice on the latest books. The stunt has been 
successful. 


Small School Systems Studied 


THE FirsT stupy of small city school system 
finances just completed by the Federal Office 
of Education reveals that with a decrease in 
1932 of nearly $34,000,000 in receipts for cur- 
rent expenses, and an increase of nearly 
1,000,000 children in enrollment over the 
school year 1930, small city school systems 
face a major problem. Comparative data ob- 
tained in that study, issued in a pamphlet, 
“Small City School Systems, 1930-1932,” by 
Lester B. Herlihy, is now off the press, as 
Federal Office of Education Pamphlet No. 
46, obtainable from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C., at five cents a copy. 
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He Stole the Show 


Karl Placht Is One of New York’s Most Intelligent and 
Enterprising Booksellers 


WALLIS E. HOWE, JR. 


YOU MIGHT MISTAKE HIM for the major domo 
of a swankish night club, or the assistant 
to the president of some mammoth corpora- 
tion. He is suave, boyishly handsome, 
courteous, quick witted, soft spoken, and 
one of New York’s most 
intelligent and enterpris- 
ing booksellers.  Sales- 
men sometimes say Karl 
Placht can turn them 
down, and make them 
feel better than other 
buyers when they order. 

The wanderlust first 
hit him 22 years ago in 
Munich where he was 
apprentice in a bookshop. 
So he packed his bags 
and came to America on 
a visit. He has stayed 
here ever since, except 
for occasional far wander- 
ings on vacation—to Mex- 
ico, to Europe, or the 
Orient which has always 
had a special fascination 
for him. Perhaps he gets 
bored with New York 
and the routine business 
of selling books but he 
never shows it. You get 
the idea that the most 
commonplace trivia of life have a spark for 
him. I have never met a man so much on 
his toes, so alert to whatever happens, or is 
said, next. It is a great business asset, and a 
facet of high personal charm. 

His first job in New York came through 
a chance meeting with Major Irving Putnam. 
The Major was impressed with the bright 
young German lad and placed him in the 
foreign department of Putnam’s Bookstore. 
He stayed there until 1917 when he resigned 
to go into business for himself. He set up 
quarters in his apartment in Brooklyn and 
began to build a mail order business. It’s an 





arduous job as anyone knows who has ever 
tried it, but with persistence and skillful use 
of lists Karl Placht soon had it on a paying 
basis. 

He then decided to get back into the retail 
business on his own and 
opened up a shop on that 
favorite bookstore street 
in New York, West 47th. 
He stayed there for a 
spell, and then moved to 
West 4oth Street. In 1926 
the new Roosevelt Hotel 
was built, a block from 
the Grand Central, and 
Karl Placht leased space 
on the ground floor for 
for his Beacon Bookshop. 
He has been there ever 
since, doing a gradually 
expanding business 
among guests of the hotel, 
commuters, bustling 
young executives of the 
neighborhood, and a 
faithful coterie who have 
been buying books from 
him since the old Put- 
nam days. 

I don’t know exactly 


Karl Placht what it is but there is 


something that makes 
you like Karl Placht instinctively. He is un- 
failingly polite and considerate, seems al- 
ways interested in whatever interests you, 
and gives customers the impression that the 
profit he makes in selling them a book is 
secondary to the satisfaction of seeing that 
they get just the right one. He has an 
amazing memory for faces and names and 
reading tastes. This, supported by an ex- 
cellent sense of literary values and an orderly 
business mind, go far toward making the 
ideal bookseller. 
He reads a lot of books himself, not much 
fiction but economics, biography, travel (any- 
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thing about the Orient interests him). He 
has lately become active in the affairs of the 
A.B.A., now serving on the Joint Board of 
Publishers and Booksellers and working un- 
remittingly toward a Code that is both fair 
and workable, and enforceable. His speech 
on “What I Would Do if I Were a Pub- 
lisher” at the last A.B.A. convention “stole 
the show,” a good-humored but forceful 
agenda for publishers who wish to recapture 
the Trade’s good will and support. 

But I guess most of all I like him because 
he’s always cheerful. He has had his full 
share of the Depression, but I’ve never seen 
him downcast. Keep Your Chin Up is 
Article One of his personal code. 


Two Useful Booklets 


Two USEFUL BOOKLETs have been issued by 
Noble & Noble, publishers of educational 
books, 76 Fifth Avenue, New York. The 
first, “What the National Recovery Act 
Means to You,” has been so popular that it 
had to be reprinted. Originally distributed 
with Noble & Noble’s compliments to the 
New York City Public Schools, this pam- 
phlet has been ordered by libraries, schools 
and individuals from all over the country. 
It sells now for 10 cents. The second book- 
let presents a compilation of the subjects and 
debates available in “The Year Books of Col- 
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lege Debating” and “The Year Books of Col- 
lege Oratory.” This booklet, just published, 
will be sent free on request. 


Seattle Booksellers Issue Book 


THE WELL-KNOWN retail house of Lowman 
& Hanford, leading bookstore of Seattle, has 
just put its imprint on a book, “A Life 
Against Death” by Kenelm Winslow. It is a 
story of a doctor whose memory of his ad- 
ventures is vivid and whose life covers early 
training at Harvard, exciting days in the 
west, active days in the Great War, and an 
interesting insight into the famous Mayo 
Clinic. 


Pulp Magazines 


THE CURRENT YEAR shows an active list of 
139 of the so-called “pulp magazines,” ac- 
cording to the records made by F. W. Faxon 
Company, business specialists in magazine 
handling, this as compared to 123 which 
were listed five years ago. Of the present 
list only 44 were on the list of five years 
ago or on the list under the same title, these 
magazines often changing titles in order to 
make a new appeal to the public. The 
records also show that detective story em- 
phasis leads in popularity with 22, western 
ranch stories 16, moving picture stories 16, 
love stories 15.

The jury 
consisted of Dr. M. F. Agha of the Condé Nast Publishing Co.; Carl Zigrosser of 
E. Weyhe, New York City; Thomas Graven, author of “Men of Art,” and Mrs. Richard 
Kimball, of Young Books, Inc., New York City.

THERE IS BEING PUBLISHED IN NEw York a 
publication that calls itself the National Re- 
covery Survey. It purports to be edited by 
“Henry Woodhouse, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Recovery Council,’ and advertises a 
list of publications concerning the activities 
of the N.R.A. and other subjects connected 
with President Roosevelt’s national recovery 
program. The N.R.A. has no connection 
with any of these publications. 

The publication is bedecked with blue 
eagles and the national colors, and might 
easily be mistaken for something issued with 
the authority of the administration. On one 
page of it is a letter, with a letterhead very 
similar to the N.R.A. official stationery. 

Many inquiries have been received about 
this and similar publications and the N.R.A. 
is issuing this statement in order to acquaint 
the public with the fact that the “National 
Recovery Publications” which issues these 
books and pamphlets has no relation to any 
federal authority. 


Review Offer Cards 


Co_umsia University Press Has instituted a 
system of sending review copy offer cards to 
reviewers before sending out the books them- 
selves, and has found the cards to be 104% 
more effective than the books as they are 
commonly sent out. Under the new system a 
card is sent out which carries in itself enough 
information for a reading notice of the book. 
If the reviewer wants to give the book a full 
length review he puts his name and address 
on a return portion of the card and the book 
is sent him immediately. This plan is some- 
what similar to a plan used in Germany in 
which scholars are asked if they want to re 
view a book for their favorite papers.

In October 7th issue Charles Scribner’s 
Sons made an announcement regarding re- 
mainders and you wrote an editorial about it. 

We are so much in favor of Messrs. Scrib- 
ner’s attitude, that we are writing you this 
letter and congratulate them on taking such 
a splendid step. 

If individual publishers had ever figured 
out to its ultimate conclusion, the financial 
return on selling remainders, or what would 
happen if they destroyed the remainders 
“promptly” before they became a burden, 
they would have discovered that there was 
more profit to be made in chopping the books 
up. 
This sounds ridiculous, but it really is not.

Reading the last few issues of your maga- 
zine, I have seen several references to “re- 
mainders.” 

The issue of the 14th deals quite a bit 
with the publishers’ intentions regarding the 
disposal of them. 

In my opinion, they are not entirely bene- 
fiting themselves by carrying out the pro- 
gram as outlined. It is readily seen how 
the sale of these remainders in drugstores 
and chain cigar stores has hurt the sale of 
new books, but I cannot see how disposing 
of these books through libraries would hurt. 
It seems that the circulation of a book, espe- 
cially one by a new writer, would help the 
author, more than holding the book for two 
years. Giving the libraries the opportunity 
to buy these titles at a reduced price means 
a large circulation for the author. 

To-day, with conditions as they are, chain 
libraries will necessarily have to buy “new 


books,” but probably the only authors they 


will buy will be the well-known ones, and 
only the best of stories, after careful consid- 
eration. Won’t this procedure mean more 
remainders in the publisher’s warehouse? 

The publishers seem to think that chain 
libraries buy remainders because they are 
cheaper than new books, and mean a greater 
profit. Chain libraries would rather buy the 
new books, but conditions are such, that with 
the library situation what it is to-day, we 
cannot afford the cost of these new books to 
be rented to the public without deposits asked 
for, as we are forced to do by competition. 
Under this system, the library business is too 
great a gamble. 

Of course, I am not writing for the entire 
trade, but the sentiment above is my opinion 
only, and I will always feel the publishers 
can work this out in a better manner.

REMAINDER PLAN 


The J. K. Gill Company 
Portland, October 24 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

The October 14 number of the Publishers’ 
Weekly carries the announcement by Wil- 
liam Morrow and Company that they join 
Scribner in the policy of—‘until further 
notice—no more remainders.” 

That announcement, and the hope that 
other publishers will join Morrow and Scrib- 
ner, has no doubt put a feeling of stability in 
the minds of the legitimate booksellers. 
There has been considerable argument 
against the wholesale dumping of remainder 
stocks. The bookseller feels that, in a way, 
his confidence has been betrayed by such dis- 
posal of titles in which some of his capital 
has been invested on the recommendation of 
the publisher. 

It is not likely that the publisher gets any 
joy out of destroying or taking a loss on 
books in which he has made his investment. 
He no doubt considers remainders as serious 
a problem as does the bookseller. 
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I wonder if such a plan as this would not 
help both the publisher and bookseller: 

Let us suppose that Morrow, for instance, 
has a remainder stock of 500 copies of “Forty 
Years of Barbering.” (If there is such a title 
I beg the indulgence of the publisher.) The 
firm might be able to dispose of the lot at 
some fraction of the retail price but before 
doing that, why should booksellers not be 
given a chance to buy the book at the same 
price, plus, perhaps, the salesman’s com- 
mission. 

The bookseller would at least have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that it is up to him 
whether books “selling at less than half the 
original price” should pass over his counters 
or over the counters of the cigar stand. He 
might even be willing to supply a cigar with 
each book sold.

A DEFENSE 


October 18, 1933 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

There are a few points I would like to 
present in direct reply to the review printed 
by Publishers’ Weekly, and written by David 
Randall about my book, “American First Edi- 
tions, Their Points and Prices.” 

Mr. Randall had the following criticisms 
to offer: errors in spelling, dates, issue points, 
and values. 

In regard to the seventeen errors in spell- 
ing that he lists, there is no question that 
they exist, nor that they do not add to the 
value of the book, but as to their affecting 
the purpose for which the book was intended, 
it is obvious that they do not change its use- 
fulness in the slightest degree. Of the seven- 
teen quoted examples, the one most likely to 
be misinterpreted is the listing of O’Henry 
for O. Henry and as to the likeliness of this 
causing trouble 

Of the six errors in dates, Mr. Randall is 
in error on “Alcuin,” 1797, “Edgar Huntley,” 
1801, and, according to several authorities, on 
“Jane Talbot,” 1804, though this last item 
seems to be more or less in question. 

The three errors in issue points which he 
lists are all the result of mistakes which oc- 
curred during the printing, and which are 
regretted. 

The three items he lists as price errors are 
questionable. Value at the present time 1s 
too uncertain to allow for dogmatism. How- 
ever, I can say that I have quotations on two 
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of the three items, within my price range, 
and by dealers that have been in business over 
twenty years. 

There is neither credit, nor mention, given 
for these points which are included for the 
first time in a priced bibliography; American 
First Editions of English Authors, Publish- 
ers’ Markings on Modern Firsts, the prelimi- 
nary text, the Anonymous listing, the Pseu- 
donymous listing, and the omission of such 
extraneous material as Americana, first Bibles, 
Natural History, etc. 

There has been compiled from the hun- 
dreds of letters I have received offering cor- 
rections, an errata sheet which lists, in all, 
nineteen errors, and which, I hope, will help 
the book conform to as high a standard of 
accuracy as anyone could hope for in a book 
which has attempted to list information in 
as many new lines as it has.

REBUTTAL 


October 30, 1933 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

In reply to Mr. Miller’s letter re my review 
of his “American First Editions, Their Points 
and Prices.” I regret if my review gave the 
impression of unfair bludgeoning instead of 
accurate appraisal of the book on its merits. 
It was and still remains my opinion that the 
book has so many errors as to be practically 
valueless without further checking on every 
item. As I have said before, a collection of 
dealers’ catalogs, as those issued by, for 
example, The Brick Row Book Shop, or 
James F. Drake, Inc., given for the asking, 
would supply interested parties as much in- 
formation regarding points and prices and 
be, at the same time, much more trustworthy 
guides. 

Specifically, Mr. Miller repeats his original 
errors on the dates of three Charles Brock- 
den Brown books. “Alcuin” is dated New 
York, 1798, not 1797 as Mr. Miller insists. 
The 1797 date was first given in Dunlap’s 
biography of Brown, Philadelphia, 1815, and 
was repeated in Appleton’s “Dictionary of 
American Biography” and by P. K. Foley. 
The first copy to appear at auction came up 
in 1910, in original wrappers uncut, and it 
was then found that the correct date was 
1798, the Advertisement (or Preface) being 
dated March of that year. The New York 
Public Library and Yale University Library 
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first editions are dated 1798. “Edgar Hunt- 
ley” is in three volumes (as Mr. Miller does 
not state) and is not dated Phila., 1801. The 
first two volumes are dated Philadelphia, 
1799, the third, Philadelphia, 1800; the New 
York Public Library copy bears these dates. 
As for “Jane Talbot,’ I do not know how 
this is “more or less in question.” Oscar 
Weglin gives the correct date, Philadelphia, 
1801, in his “Early American Fiction.” The 
1804 date is given by Dunlap, who may or 
may not be correct, as that of the English 
Edition. 

As for prices, Mr. Miller’s dictum on value 
seems to invalidate much of the work in his 
book. Specifically I objected to Mr. Miller’s 
valuation of, among others, the Privately 
Printed Edition of Henry Adams’ “Educa- 
tion of Henry Adams” which he quotes at 
$20-$30, and Hearn’s “La Cuisine Creole” 
which he quoted at $8-$12. A copy of the 
Adams book sold at auction last year for 
$375, the only copy to come up since 1924, 
when a copy brought $100. The only copy 
of Hearn’s “La Cuisine Creole” to appear at 
auction recently brought $100, in the Fletcher 
sale last year, which was not notable for its 
high prices, and a New York dealer cata- 
logued, and sold, a copy at $125 last month. 
On these actual sale prices I do not see that 
my taking Mr. Miller to task was in the least 
“questionable.” I attempted to appraise the 
book, as I do other bibliographies, on the 
measure of its accuracy and usefulness to 
those who may possibly purchase it and de- 
pend upon it for information. Neither Mr. 
Miller’s letter nor further checking of the 
book since the review appeared have changed 
my mind as to its lack of merit.

E. H. SOTHERN 


Epwarp Hucu SoTHERN, one of the foremost 
Shakespearean actors of the American stage, 
died in New York on October 28th. Mr. 
Sothern was the author of several plays, “I 
Love, Thou Lovest, He loves,” “Never Trou- 
ble Trouble Till Trouble Troubles You,” “A 
Luncheon at Nick’s” and “The Light That 
Lies in Woman’s Eyes.” “The Melancholy 
Tale of Me,” his reminiscences, was pub- 
lished in 1917 by Scribner and is now out 
of print. Mr. Sothern was the husband of 
Julia Marlowe, with whom he appeared in 
his greatest successes. |

FULLERTON LEoNArD WALpo, a former mem- 
ber of the staff of The Philadelphia Ledger, 
and author, died in Philadelphia on October 
24th at the age of 56. He served as music 
critic, feature and editorial writer from 1908 
until 1917, and during the war as special 
correspondent in Europe. He was the author 
of a great many books, including “Modern 
French and Italian Opera,” “German and 
Russian Opera,” “The Saga of a Super 
Cargo,” “America at the Front,” “With 
Grenfell in Labrador,” and many others. 


SIR JOHN FORTESCUE 


Sir JoHN WiuiaAM Forrescug, historian, 
died on October 23rd in Cannes, France, at 
the age of 73, on the day that his “History 
of the British Army,” a work of thirteen 
volumes which took thirty years to write, 
was published. He was appointed librarian 
of Windsor Castle and deputy keeper of the 
royal archives by King Edward VII in 1905, 
which he has retained since. 


PAUL W. CARHART 


Pau W. CaruartT, managing editor of the 
G. & C. Merriam Co., dictionary publishers, 
died suddenly at his home in Springfield, 
Mass., on October 27th. He was interna- 
tionally known as an expert and authority 
on phonetics. 


sEORGE WHITAKER OF LONDON 


GreorceE HerBertT WHITAKER, former head 
of the firm of J. Whitaker & Sons, Ltd., 
died last month at his home in Enfield. 
He was the eldest surviving son of Joseph 
Whitaker, founder of the business. He was 
trained in medicine but entered the firm in 
1893, assisting his brother, Vernon, on the 
editorial staff of The Bookseller. In 1895 
Vernon Whitaker died, and his death was 
followed a few months later by that of his 
father, Joseph Whitaker, who had founded 
The Bookseller in 1858 and Whitaker’s 
Almanack in 1868. George Whitaker was 


then left in sole charge, and in rgor, the 
business being made into a corporation, he 
became managing director, a position which 
he held until he retired last year on account 
of failing health. Among the present Direc- 
tors are Lieutenant Colonel C. W. Whitaker 
and Dr. Edgar Whitaker.

In the hope that retail booksellers may 
find in these pages the motive, the ideas and 
the merchandise that will enable any or 
each of them to impress upon his clientele 
or his community the real contribution that 
avocations, hobbies, and recreational activi- 
ties can make to happy living we plan to 
gather together in these pages from month 
to month practical ideas for selling more 
subject books and related merchandise. At 
no time in our history has so much leisure 
been at the popular disposal, and the indi- 
cations are that more will be available. To 
no retail trade does this offer a greater op- 
portunity of service or of sales. The use 
of the printed word in books and maga- 
zines will probably be somewhat increased, 
no matter what. That the use of periodicals 
and books be increased greatly is a business 
enterprise that each of us as publisher or 
bookseller should not leave to chance. 

To give some order and direction to 
united retail booktrade activity in this effort 
to promote sales and store prestige, we in- 
augurate this section in The Publishers’ 
Weekly. Winter is a reading season. It 
is also a season of indoor games. It is 
doubtful if any group of retailers of any 
kind have better facilities or contacts for the 
sale of adult games than have retail book- 
sellers. We shall present some adult games 
and suggest ways of selling them. Many of 
the hobbies are especially suited to the win- 
ter season. The child or grown-up who 
cares to learn a craft or skill finds this the 


time to go to school. The printed material 
about hobbies, arts and crafts, both in books 
and magazines, both old and new, are avail- 
able for sale at the shop of the printed word 
—the bookstore. It is quite fitting, there- 
fore, that at the booksellers’ should also be 
found much of the equipment of hobbies. 
Where Stamp Collecting, its books and its 
albums are sold, there, also, it is appropriate 
that globes, atlases, and hinges may be sold 
profitably as testified in this issue by Bur- 
rows Bros. 

Winter months have been the season of 
the theater, and the booktrade has empha- 
sized books of plays and books of the thea- 
tre to a degree. We propose to present the 
possibilities inherent in more emphasis on 
the hobbies of the theater — puppets, 
the little theater, amateur  theatricals. 
The store that sells books of plays may 
quite successfully sell marionettes, the idea 
and the materials of amateur theatricals; the 
periodicals and books that develop the whole 
hobby—in its community as well as its indi- 
vidual aspect. The same applies to music, 
its social as well as its home values. 

Inside the home and outside the home, 
for large groups in the community both 
winter season and summer, there are specific 
recreational, avocational and occupational ac- 
tivities to which the retail booksellers can 
profitably pay attention. No other com- 
mercial institution can so readily or so pro- 
fessionally offer its community direction 
and advice and proper merchandise. 

In the belief that the base of bookselling 
rests upon a _ larger community - serv- 
ice to individuals and groups seeking hap- 
piness we present this new department 
which will from month to month focus at- 
tention on leisure time pursuits which may 
be promoted, fostered and sold by book- 


sellers, to give books wider and wiser use. 
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Stamp Department, Burrows Bros. 
How a Side-Line Department Has Been Made Into a Money-Maker

Back IN 1915, Charles K. Jackson, the skip- 
per of the Book Department at Burrows 
Bros. Co., decided the number of requests 
for foreign stamp packets warranted an ex- 
perimental investment. Acting on his hunch, 
he bought an assortment of packets and 
thereby started something which over a pe- 
riod of eighteen years has grown to be one 
of the best Stamp departments in the middle 
west. 

The history of this department has been 
a continuous chain of experiments—some 
successful—some not. But the growth was 
constant, the sales increased until finally it 
became necessary to seek more room. The 
mezzanine floor seemed the logical place and 
so the department was moved up with the 
children’s books, globes, maps and _ atlases. 
One of the determining factors in this move 
was the recognition that every well-regulated 
stamp department provided a place for the 
customers to sit down. Collectors generally 
like to take their time while looking over 
stamps, and it was difficult to do that stand- 
ing up. So new up-to-date fixtures were 
installed, especially designed for philatelic 
purposes. At this time a great part of the 
stock was in packets. 

The next step was providing books of 
single stamps for those collectors who were 
attempting to fill in a series or set. No one 
was particularly qualified to specialize in the 
department at this time. But after putting 
in a stock of U. S. stamps, it became ap- 
parent that we should have to have some 
one there who would be able to talk the 
language and answer questions relating to 
the identity and markings of certain issues. 
Consequently an expert was put in charge 
thereby opening up new possibilities both in 
sales and gaining the interest of more ad- 
vanced collectors. 

Various schemes have been tried out all 
along the line to build up new business. 
Lectures were given to school children on 
interesting and curious lore connected with 





the hobby. Contests of all kinds were held 
to stimulate a desire to collect stamps in one 
held or another. 

We are making constant efforts to put 
new, interesting merchandise before our cus- 
tomers. Our display space is very frequently 
used for the exhibit of individual collections 
or unusual things appealing to a philatelist. 

Our department is now in the hands of 
a very able and competent young man, 
Sterling W. Clements. Mr. Clements, out- 
side of his job, is the proud possessor of a 
beautiful and valuable collection of U. S. 
stamps and he certainly knows his water- 
marks and perforations. A man of Mr. 
Clements’ experience is almost necessary in 
dealing with the specialized collectors who 
would soon get an inexperienced clerk all 
tangled up with technical questions. 

We now buy collections of all kinds, some 
of which we break up, some we sell as a 
whole for a quick turnover. This enables us 
to give the benefit of a good buy to a begin- 
ning collector. 

Naturally, after eighteen years, this depart- 
ment has established a few ideas and prin- 
ciples which we realize must be observed. 
One thing stands out very strongly and that 
is the need to keep a finger on the pulse ot 
the stamp collecting game continually. Col- 
lectors’ tastes and habits change and vary, 
but we believe absolutely, that if the proper 
attention is given to it, a stamp department 
will prove an invaluable producer of sales 
in a bookstore as well as a constant attrac- 
tion for buyers of other things. 

We have found that our trade may be 
roughly divided into three classes, the rela- 
tive importance from a sales standpoint (at 
least from our observation) being: Juvenile, 
general, and U. S. specialist. 

For the Juvenile buyer, we must play up 
colors, pictures and more imposing items. 
As an example—sets mounted on ordinary 
white paper remained mounted. We put the 
same sets on colored pages—arranged the

The rare stamp department of Burrows Bros. in Cleveland, in charge of an 
expert, has become an important part of the store 


stamps in odd designs and sometimes framed 
them, and Presto! immediate sales resulted. 
Packets used to be the mainstay for the 
youthful collector. Now we are giving them 
thousands of stamps arranged in approval 
books at a penny, two cents, three cents and 
up. These will sell anywhere from twenty- 
five to a hundred at a time. 

The general collector who is usually more 
mature also draws on the penny books, sets 
and etc., but for him we have gone a step 
further. We make up special books of coun- 
tries with stamps of various prices. We per- 
mit these books to be taken home so the 
collector may check up with his own at 
leisure. This business is growing all the 
time. 

The general and U. S. specialist is usually 
on the trail of one or more items for which 
he haunts stamp shops everywhere. And | 
have never been able to appear casual when 
a man planks down thirty-five or forty dol- 
lars for a wee bit of a stamp or two. 

One of the most ticklish angles of this 
stamp collecting game from the dealer’s 
standpoint is the United States stamps and 
the specialists who collect them. These 
stamps, particularly the earlier ones, run into 


a lot of money and to maintain a good 
working stock, more of an investment is 
essential. 

Unfortunately when a collection or lot of 
U. S. stamps is offered to a dealer, he must 
take it at once or lose it. But with our pur- 
chase quotas as they are now, we can’t al- 
ways buy all the good things that come 
along. Then, too, the margin of profit is 
smaller than with the foreign stamps. 

A bright spot in the stamp business is that 
there are many accessories which go nat- 
urally along with it, such as Albums, Cata- 
logs, Hinges, Magnifying glasses, Books, etc. 
The opportunity for plus sales is unlimited. 

We have our map and globe section close 
to the stamps, and it is surprising how well 
they work together. Looking over some 
queer stamp from Egypt, for instance, 
arouses a desire to know about where that 
country is on the map—so the collector buys 
an atlas or a globe. 

And books, books about collections, about 
collectors, how to collect, how not to do it, 
picture books of stamps, albums for all ages. 

We have had excellent results with a very 
inexpensive book by Ralph Kimble—“How 
to Collect Stamps,” Grosset & Dunlap. This 
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book sells for only fifty cents and can be 
sold to a great many beginning collectors. 
Then there is that most interesting book by 
Ellis Parker Butler, “The Young Collector’s 
Own Book,” Bobbs-Merrill, and “The Geog- 
raphy of Stamps” by Kent B. Stiles, Whittle- 
sey House, and many others too numerous 
to mention. We maintain a display of such 
books all the time and find that it pays. 

It really makes me smile to see a mother 
and dad come in with their children while 
they pick out some stamps. Invariably the 
parents will start wandering around the de- 
partment looking at children’s books, re- 
ligious books, globes, atlases or whatever 
seems unusually inviting. And take it from 
me a number of good sales result from that 
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wandering around. Or maybe Dad, sitting 
beside his boy, looking at stamps, remembers 
an old collection he used to have and won- 
ders if it is still in the trunk where he left 
it many years ago. The first thing you 
know he is back again starting all over. 

One could go on indefinitely with this 
subject and at Burrows we feel that our 
stamp department is a very important one, 
so much so that we have started most of our 
branches with small sections of their own 
devoted to stamp selling. It is a department 
where youngsters and oldsters meet on a 
level, rub elbows, talk shop, compare notes 
and assist in a large way in keeping our 
cash register from getting the least bit stiff 
in the joints.

OLD &@ RARE BOOKS 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 





A COLLECTION OF RARE BooKs has been re- 
ceived from Russia comprising over 100 cases 
of first editions, illustrated books and associa- 
tion items and consigned to the Plaza Book 
Auction Corp. of this city and will be sold 
November 21st, 22nd, 23rd and 24th. This 
collection is the first to arrive in this country 
from the old Russian palaces of Tsarkoe-Selo 
and Gatchina. It includes the best sellers in 
French, German and Russian literature from 
1792 to 1860, in contemporary bindings, with 
the private ex-libris of Alexander I, Nicholas 
I, Alexander II and III. The library was 
removed from the private apartments of the 
palaces of Tsarkoe-Selo and Gatchina, built 
by the Empress Elizabeth, Catherine II and 
Alexander I, when the Soviet Government 
transformed these palaces into a Museum and 
a home for sick women and children. 


MonsicNor EucENE TIssERANT, the head of 
the Vatican Library at Rome, visited the 
World’s Fair at Chicago, stopped over in 
New York and was interviewed by The 
World Telegram. The right wing of the 
Vatican Library, which collapsed on Decem- 
ber 22, 1931, has just been fully rebuilt and 
modernized and opened to research work. 
“We have now,” said its librarian, “the most 
modern library in Europe, with all-steel 
stacks. Of course we are not the largest. We 
have only 500,000 volumes. But we have a 
fine collection of rare manuscripts that can- 
not be matched elsewhere. You know it was 
funny the way it was decided about rebuild- 
ing,” he continued. “We made some in- 
quiries and had replies from five European 
firms. One had a representative there. And 
then came a telegram from an American 
firm. That was the day for an audience 
with the Pope and he was shown the replies. 


‘Oh,’ he said, waving his hand, ‘go to 
America for the work!’ And so we did. 
And now we are very proud of it.” Since 
the repairing of the damage done by the 
collapse, many new manuscripts have been 
placed on exhibition and many discoveries 
were made in cataloging and rearranging 
them. 


IT is A MATTER of record that Julien de Lal- 
lande Poydras was Louisiana’s first poet, but 
the Bulletin of the New York Public Library 
contains an article throwing new light upon 
this early versifier. In it Chauncey B. Tinker 
says that Poydras “solaced his leisure by com- 
posing poems which he sang to the lyre.” 
The first of these ever identified as his is 
“La Prise du Morne de Baton Rouge par 
Monseigneur de Galvez,” written in celebra- 
tion of the Spanish Governor’s triumph over 
the English at Baton Rouge. In Paris an 
old-school bookseller named Chadenat un- 
covered in 1909 two earlier poems, each pub- 
lished in New Orleans in 1777. Neither was 
signed, but Mr. Tinker brings forward con- 
vincing internal evidence to show that these 
poems are from Poydras’ pen. Poydras had 
a long record of public service, and, in 1812, 
was president of Louisiana’s first constitu- 
tional convention and president of the State 
Senate. He died in June, 1824, in his eighty- 
fifth year. 


On Novemser 8TH AND gTH the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters and the Na- 
tional Institute of Arts and Letters celebrated 
the one hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Edmund Clarence Stedman, poet and 
critic, born on October 8, 1833, whose death 


occurred January 18, 1908. Stedman was 
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one of the founders of the National Institute 
of Arts and Letters and served as its third 
president, succeeding Charles Dudley War- 
ner and William Dean Howells. He was the 
first to suggest the idea of establishing the 
similar and higher body of the academy from 
the membership of the institute, and in the 
secret ballot of the institute he received the 
third highest number of votes and became, 
therefore, the third member of the academy, 
William Dean Howells being the first and 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens the second.  Fol- 
lowing the literary exercises in the afternoon 
of the second day there was a private show- 
ing in the administration building of the 
academy of the Edmund Clarence Stedman 
Exhibition, which will be open to the public 
until May 1, 1934. 


“UNPUBLISHED Letters of Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge” comprising epistles dispatched to 
100 recipients and numbering just 400, edited 
by Earl Leslie Griggs, have just been pub- 
lished in two handsome volumes by the Yale 
University Press. The first letter was written 
when Coleridge was nineteen to his brother 
George shortly after he had gone up to Cam- 
bridge; the last, half an hour before he re- 
lapsed into the coma that ended in death. 
In the goo pages or more between these two 
letters we get much new light upon the life 
and literary struggles of the poet, and other 
poets and friends live again. Collectors in- 
terested in the distinguished authors of the 
early years of the nineteenth century in Eng- 
land will find these volumes well worth 
careful reading. 


CorNnELIA E. Cooper, Johnson Hall, Colum- 
bia University, New York City, who is doing 
research work under the direction of the 
university, would like to learn the where- 
abouts of a collection of one thousand letters 
written to William Gilmore Simms (1806- 
1870), the South Carolina author, by people 
from various parts of the country. This col- 
lection was in the possession of W. Hawkins 
Ferris of Brooklyn about 1890, and was used 
by Professor William P. Trent in preparing 
his biography of Simms, published in 1891. 
The former owner of the same collection 
was the father of Mr. Ferris, bearing the 
same Christian name. The elder Ferris was 
cashier of the United States Sub Treasury, 
Wall Street, New York, in 1869 and perhaps 
later.
